Peace Plan 


New Formula Seen Sure 


To Get U.N. Approval 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. UP 
— Ten Arab countries, includ­ 
ing pro-Western Labanon and 
Jordan, today gave their final 
approval to a Middle East peace 
formula expected to bring a 
quick end to the emergency 
session of the U.N. General As­ 
sembly. 
The plan, agreed on tenta­ 
tively yesterday in a rare dem­ 
onstration of Arab harmony, 
appeared 
headed 
for unani­ 
mous adoption in the 81-nation 
Assembly. 
The heads of the 10 Arab 
delegations agreed at a pri­ 
vate meeting this morning to 
submit the four-point resolu­ 
tion endorsed by their govern­ 
ments in overnight consulta­ 
tions. 
The plan is an Arab modifi­ 


cation of a Western - b a c k e d 
Norwegian r e s o l u t i o n now 
pending before the Assembly, 
and both contained key points 
suggested by Secretary Gen­ 
eral Dag Hammarskjöld and 
President Eisenhower. But the 
Arab 
resolution 
shied 
away 
from specific endorsement of 
earlier proposals for either a 
U.N. police force or more U.N. 
observers in the Middle East. 
Like the Norwegian resolu­ 
tion. the Arab proposal calls 
on Hammarskjöld to make ar­ 
rangements that, would permit 
withdrawal of U.S. troops from 
Lebanon and British f o r c e s 
from Jordan. 
A new feature is a reaffirma­ 
tion of the Arab nations’ pre­ 
vious pledges not to interfere 
in each others’ affairs.

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COST OF LIVING DROPS FOR FIRST 
TIMF IN MORF THAN TWO YFARS 


N EW YORK (UPI)—The cost of living declined in July 
for the first time in more than two years, the National 
Industrial Conference Board reported today. 
The decline— a slight one-tenih of 1 per cent— marks 
the first break in the inflationary spiral that began in 
1956 after almost three years of price stability. 
Declines in food, housing and apparel costs offset in­ 
creases in transportation and sundries, sending the board s 
over all index down 0.1 per cent from June to 107.4 per 
cent of the 1953 base period. The index was 2.5 per cent 
above July, 1957. 
The conference board’s index of consumer prices had 
risen 26 consecutive months before the July break. With 
the economy showing signs of recovery from the depths 
of the shortest but deepest postwar recession, some econ­ 
omists have warned that inflationary forces may • pick 
up steam.

“W hether the employees are 
loaned or transferred, it should 
be clearly understood that, their 
status and job rights are main­ 
tained,” Jensen told the supe r­ 
visors. 
While some might be given 
positions beneath their present 
levels of responsibility, he said,

present titles and at their pres­ 
ent pay rates.” 


SALARY TRANSFER 
Salaries 
totaling 
$170,900 
for the 37 positions would be 
transferred from the assessor’s 
budget to those of the appraisal 
commission and mapping unit. 
The 
wholesale shift would 
remain in effect while the ap­ 
praisal commission 
continues 
to function, which, according 
to all indications, will be until 
Assessor-elect Bert W. Broem- 
mel takes office in January. 
In mentioning possible “ le­ 
gal en tanglem ents” yesterday, 
Hall said appraising and m ap­ 
ping are responsibilities which 
“ belong with the assessor u n ­ 
der the state constitution.” 
“ We can do the job for less 
money, in the interest of the 
taxpayer,” he told the board.

BOISE, Ida. MP) — A lum ber­ 
man who favors revival of le­ 
galized g a m b l i n g in Idaho 
emerged yesterday as the Dem­ 
ocratic candidate for governor, 
winner in one of the closest 
primary contests in state his­ 
tory.

Japanese Girl Here 


To Attend School

A 17-year-old Japanese girl, 
w ho has never worn makeup or 
dated boys, will be attending 
Katharine Branson School for 
Girls in Ross for the coming 
school year. 
She is Kimiko Sogabe, daugh­ 
ter of a physician in Takamat­ 
su. Japan, who has been “adopt­ 
ed'* for one year by the John 
C. Gilman family of 126 Sir 
Francis Drake boulevard, Ross. 
She will attend school as a sen­ 
ior with the Gilmans’ 15-year- 
old daughter, Jan, who will be 
a junior. 
“Everything seems so large 
in this country!” 
Kimiko 
ex­ 
claimed in English. (English is 
one of the required subjects in 
Japan. She has studied it for 
five years.) 


LEARNED CUSTOMS 
Through magazines she had 
read of America, Kimiko said, 
she had tried to learn all about 
customs in this country, but 
she was nevertheless struck bv 
the fact that men do their share 
of washing and drying dishes. 
“At first I thought it was 
very strange, but now I think 
it is very good,” she admitted. 
Teen-agers in Japan like m u­ 
sic and movies and some of 
them are rock and roll fans, she 
reported. But wearing lipstick, 
dating boys, and ballroom danc­ 
ing are not allowed for high 
school students in Japan. 
. 
High school girls do not have 
evening parties of any kind, she 
said. “The only time we can go 
to movies is on Saturday and 
Sunday afternoons. Every time 
we go out in the evenings, it is 
with our parents.” 


NOT ENTIRELY STRANGE 
Katharine -Branson 
School 
w'ill not be entirely strange to 
Kimiko. 
Girls at the school 
wear uniforms similar to those 
Kimiko 
wore 
at 
Takamatsu 
High School. And Katharine 
Branson does not allow lipstick 
during school hours. 
Kimiko stands 5 feet 2 inch­ 
es in her tabi (Japanese socks). 
She had read of the popularity 
of zori 
footwear 
(beachwear 
sandals) among Americans and 
brought a stock of sandals and 
wooden clogs with her. 
At 5 feet 2 inches, she was 


the tallest girl in her class in 
Japan. 
She comes 
from

sports- 
minded family. Her elder sis­ 
ter, Ka^uko, 21. was a member 
of the Japanese gymnastic team 
that took sixth place at the 
Melbourne Olympic G a m e s . 
Her mother played in the West 
Japan 
badminton 
champion­ 
ships.

Kimiko likes swimming, vol­ 
leyball and basketball. Her fav­ 
orite actresses 
are 
Deborah 
Kerr and Ingrid Bergman. Be­

like English, mathematics and 
chemistry, she learned tea cere­ 
mony, flower arrangem ent and 
penmanship with the Japanese 
brush at home. 
Kimiko hopes to get a job in 
the Japanese Foreign Ministry 
and serve overseas if possible. 
She plans to concentrate on 
English, economics and politi­ 
cal science.

Arkansas Solons 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. UD— 
Gov. Orval Faubus today placed 
the Arkansas Legislature on a 
standby basis for a possible 
call Monday to deal with the 
explosive Central High School 
integration situation. 
Thus it appeared that the 
Little Rock School Board fail­ 
ed last night to convince the 
governor it was was doing all 
possible to delay re-entry of 
seven Negroes into the high 
school. 
Mob riots broke out last fall 
when nine Negroes first enter­ 
ed the school, and President 
Eisenhower sent paratroopers 
to restore order with bayonets. 
Fa#bus today said he plans 
to send messages to the 100 
House members and the 35 
Senators but did not want to 
make the official call just yet. 
The school board has asked 
a federal appeals court to stay 
an order that would send the 
seven Negroes back to the high 
school. 
Attorneys for the Negroes 
had urged the court to make 
the ruling effective at once 
so the Negroes could be admit­ 
ted when school starts in less 
than two weeks. 
Dispatch of the board's re­ 
quest was announced last night 
by Supt. Virgil Blossom after 
board members met for two 
hours with Governor Faubus 
behind closed doors.

Death Details 


EUREKA, Nev. W — Albert 
H. Lewis, who admits killing 
his wife, returned to San Fran­ 
cisco today after leading police 
to her lonely desert grave. 
“ I don't know how,” 
Lewis 
replied when police asked him 
about details. 
The body of Dolly Lewis, 36. 
was found yesterday in a shal- 
low desert grave in a ravine 
eight miles east of Eureka. The 
face was badly battered and the 
body bruised. 
Sheriff Orville Jackson of 
Eureka County, 
who 
accom­ 
panied San Francisco police 
and Lewis, said the grave prob­ 
ably never would have been dis­ 
covered without Lewis’ help. 
Lewis, 48. walked into a San 
Francisco police station Tues­ 
day and said he had killed his 
wife, then'driven across Nevada 
to bury her. 
The mild-mannered brewery 
engineer guided officers on a 
500-mile trek to the lonely site, 
pointed out the spot and then 
stood back as they scraped 
away the sand over the dead 
woman. The body was clothed 
in a kimono and wrapped in 
a sheet and bedspread.

Lewis 
was taken to the Eureka jail. 


Relief Rolls Dip, 
But Remain High 


SACRAMENTO (UPD — The 
number of persons receiving 
general 
relief in 
California 
dropped during July but the 
decrease was not enough to 
satisfy officials of the state 
Department of Social Welfare. 
In its monthly report to Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight, the social 
welfare agency said yesterday 
the relief rolls had dipped by 
about 2.000 persons to a total 
of 70,820. 
However, the report caution­ 


ed that unless the decrease in 
relief is faster during the com­ 
ing months than it was during 
the first half of the year, “the 
rolls this coming winter might 
near or surpass all-time totals.” 
Although the July figure 
showed a drop from June, it 
was far above the 51,144 per­ 
sons who received relief pay­ 
ments during July of 1957. 
The department said more 
than two-thirds of the persons 
on relief had families.

One contains 


about .5 per cent sodium fluoride; another contains .5 per cent sodium fluorisilicate; and the 


third contains a quantity of what was probably an organic mercury fungicide equal to about .2 


per cent metallic mercury. Under ordinary circumstances ¡t would not be expected that children 


using finger paints prepared from these pastes would A B S O R B sufficient amounts of these T O X IC 


PRESER V A TIV ES to be harmed. However, children are unpredictable in regard to what they may 


put into their mouths; and a certain amount of the H A R M FU L PRESERVA TIVE may be absorbed 


through the skin.

Sardine Catches Raise Hopes 


Of Revival For Cannery Row 


MONTEREY UH — The sar­ 
dines have returned to Mon­ 
terey Bay and, in a small way, 
the once teeming fishing in­ 
dustry today is enjoying an 
uhoxpected revival. 
But things are not the same 
as when the vast schools of sar­ 
dines diminished and finally 
vanished in the early ’50s. 
Where scores of huge purse 
seiners used to bring in the 
profitable sardines a hundred 
tons at a load, only a dozen 
fishing boats took advantage of 
the unforeseen harvest Mon­ 
day, bringing in a total catch 
of about 500 tons. 
In the boom days, Monterey 
canneries 
processed 
between 
4,000 and 9,000 tons a day. 
And along famed “Can­ 


nery Row,’’ where 16 huge 
packing p l a n t s t h r i v e d 
brought the ’30s and ’40s, 
only five were left in the 
whole waterfront p a c k i n g 
district. 
Several of the old plants 
have burned down over the 
years, some were converted in­ 
to warehouses, a fine restau­ 
rant occupies the site of an­ 
other and an assortment of 
gift shops, stores and kindred 
tourist attractions line the nar­ 
row 
street twisting 
through 
“Cannery Row.” 
One significant feature of the 
sardines brought in today and 
Monday was their size. Fisher­ 
men said they were “not ma­ 
tu re” and supported this with

Big Pile Of Work

fights over Supreme Court bills 
and other unfinished legisla­ 
tion confronted Congress to­ 
day as leaders clung to hopes 
for winding up the current 
session this weekend.

Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas 
set Saturday night as the tar­ 
get for adjournment. 
But a big pile of work still 
lay ahead— the bulk of it with 
the Senate. 
Today, for the third day in 
a row, the Senate considered 
legislation aimed at lessening 
he effect of recent Supreme 
Jourt decisions. 
Opponents last night lost a 
move to quash debate on a 
measure designed to prevent 
state laws from being ruled 
invalid because they parallel 
federal acts. 
A move to table 
the bill, which is similar to one 
passed by the House, failed 46- 
39. 
Earlier, the Senate killed by 
a 49-41 vote a bill to curb 
the review powers of the Su­ 
prem e Court and to undo the 
effects of several rulings in 
Communist cases. 
Should the Senate clear the 
decks of the court bills, John-

Fishermen 
believed t h e 
sardines now appearing in 
fairly good sized schools in 
Monterey 
Bay 
have 
come 
north from spawning grounds 
off the West Coast of Mex­ 
ico. There have been reports 
over the years that schools 
of sardines have been rather 
plentiful off Mexico. 


There never has been an en­ 
tirely satisfactory explanation 
of why the sardines vanished 
from the Monterey area about 
1952, although the common be­ 
lief was that they were fished 
out. 
There was a popular saying, 
when asked about the mysteri­ 
ous disappearance: 
“They are in cans.” 
However, scientists and oth­ 
ers have thought there might 
well be other reasons: Changes 
in sea tem peratures, currents 
or sources of food, 
causing 
them to move south. 
Fishing, just before the 
mysterious vanishing of the 
sardines, had turned into a 
highly mechanized industry, 
with the big purse seiners 
netting the fish in tremen­ 
dous quantities. It became a 
matter of stark survival for 
the sardines. 
In Mexican waters, 
where 
they aren’t fished nearly so 
heavily, they have had a chance 
to muliply again. 
Fishermen say the- schools • 
fished Monday and today are 
not as large as in the lush days 
of the sardines industry. 
Tne few remaining canneries 
here 
have 
lived 
a 
hand-to- 
mouth 
existence 
in 
recent 
years, handling a little business 
from the local fishermen, as 
well as canning some sardines 
that were trucked north from 
southern 
California 
ports, 
a 
somewhat uneconomic practice. 
But, with the revival of 
fishing, some 700 persons are 
back to work on “Cannery 
Row” and there was cautious 
optimism that return of the 
sardines might be the be­ 
ginning of a warm water 
cycle ideal for sardines. 
J. B. Phillips, marine biolo­ 
gist with the Hopkins Marine 
Station^ noted that Monterey 
waters have been warmed in 
recent years and that reap­ 
pearance of the sardines might 
mean the beginning of a major 
comeback next year. 
In* Monday’s catch, about 100 
tons was taken inside Monte­ 
rey Bay; 
the remaining 350 
tons 50 miles south. Another 50 
tons was caught off Moss Land­ 
ing to the north.

Susan B. Anthony Fought 
For Ideal Important To You 


On Election Day in 1872 a determined 
•fldy named Susan B. Anthony stepped 
up to the polls in Rochester, N.Y., and 
voted. 
For that audacious act, she was hailed 
to court and fined a hundred dollars and 
costs. 
Everybody knew that women 
weren’t supposed to vote. Everybody, 
that is, except Susan B. Anthony and a 
growing army of woman suffragettes. 
W hat’s that got to do with you? 
Plenty. We’ll get to that later. 
The American male must have been 
a hardy creature in those trying days. 
It was not until August, 1920. that 
American women were granted the 
Constitutional right to vote. 
It’s hard to realize that women have 
had this constitutional right less than 
three decades. This coming Fall they 
will play a decisive role in the California 
elections. But the followers of Susan 
B. Anthony weren't primarily interested 
in the political effect of the female vote. 
They had a point to make. 
The Right to Vote is the basic mark 
of the equal political status of every 
American citizen. Each citizen has one 
vote, no more no less. This is symbolic 
af the fact that each citizen is just as 
important as the next in the eyes of the 
law and his government. 
Protestant, 


Catholic or Jewish, he has one vote. 
Whatever his racial or national origin— 
at least in California— he has one vote. 
This is why the vote has significance 
beyond the fact that it helps to ‘elect 
some person or pass some proposition. 
The equal vote is a simple way of say­ 
ing: every man is born equal, and that's 
what this country is all about. This was 
the point that Susan B. Anthony was 
really trying to make. 
Incidentally, she never did pay her 
hundred dollar fine. 
W e’ve receited this to emphasize one 
fact. All this effort and the Revolution­ 
ary War, too, are of no use to you un­ 
less you exercise that right and vote. 
November is a long way away, you 
say? But Sept. 11 isn’t. Sept. 11 is the 
last day on which you can register to 
vote. And if you aren't registered, you 
can't vote. 
The Republican Party and the Demo­ 
cratic Party have both called for a drive 
to register voters. Gov. Goodwin Knight 
has set aside next week as Registration 
Week in California. 
So if you aren't registered, if you 
didn't vote in either the last primary or 
last general election, you must register 
soon or it will be too late— and too bad.

H A S S I MESSAOUD, Al­ 
geria Ufi — Some 3,000 men 
live and work in the heart of 
the Sahara without suffering 
many of the hazards and dis­ 
comforts of desert life. 
Their 
major

lack of women. 
The men are employees of 
French oil companies build­ 
ing what they hope is a fu­ 
ture French oil empire amid 
sun-baked sand dunes. 


THEY LIVE in air-condi­ 
tioned huts with running wa­ 
ter, showers, and plugs for 
electric razors. 
T h e y are 
served five-course meals in 
air-conditioned dining rooms. 
Their bars offer a variety of 
French and foreign drinks— 
at a fraction of the normal 
price.

What's Ike To Do About Solons 


Who Haven't Upheld His Program? 


An intriguing and, perhaps, 
very im portant political ques­ 
tion, which President Eisen­ 
hower must s o o n answer, 
comes into focus now that the 
key votes in this session of 
Congress can be counted. 
The question is how—and 
how fully — Eisenhower* in­ 
tends to carry out the prom­ 
ise and/or threat which he 
made here to a party rally 
May 3 that he would deter­ 
mine those Republican Con­ 
gressional c a n d i d a t e s he 
would help this fall by how 
they v o t e d on three vital 
parts of his legislative pro­ 
gram. 


THE PRESIDENT was con­ 
crete and explicit. He named 
the measures which he said 
would constitute what to him 
was the real test of whether 
the Republican Senators and 
Representatives w e r e sup­ 
porting him and whether he 
w o u l d be able to support 
them at the polls. 
The measures were the de­ 
fense reorganization bill, mu­ 
tual security program, and 
the renewal of the Reciprocal 
Trade Act. 
Here is what happened: 


EVERY REPUBLICAN Sen­ 
ator voted for the defense re­ 
organization bili and only one 
Republican member of the 
House, Rep. Cliff Clevenger 
of Ohio, voted against it. 
Twelve Senators, including 
the chairman of the Republi­ 
can Senate Campaign Com­ 
mittee and 109 Republican 
representatives, including the 
chairman of the Republican 
House Campaign Committee, 
voted against one or both of 
the other two measures which 
Eisenhower 
considered 
the 
heart and center of the pro­ 
gram. 


EIGHT OF the Republican 
Senators 
who 
opposed 
the 
President on one or both of 
these key bills are up for re- 
election and all but two of 


the Republican Congressmen 
who opposed the President 
are up for re-election. 
What is Eisenhower going 
to do now that the time is at 
hand when he must map his 
campaign plans for the Con­ 
gressional election? 
Will he studiously refrain 
from going into any of the 
states and districts of those 
Republican Senators and Con­ 
gressmen who opposed him 
where he most wanted sup­ 
port? 
Since Eisenhower has said 
that he has neither the inclin­ 
ation 
nor the 
strength to 
stump the whole country, he 
could reasonably do exactly 
that. 
This course of action stems 
logically from Eisenhower’s 
May 3rd declaration at a time 
when he was summoning all 
the party influence at his 
command to get his measures 
through Congress. 


BUT THIS WOULD put the 
President in a position he has 
never been willing to take 
before. 
Always in the past 
Eisenhower has g i v e n his 
blessing 
to 
all 
Republican 
candidates for Congress what­ 
ever their opposition to the 
Republican platform or his 
own program, including Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy. 
Perhaps fhese Republican 
Senators, most of whom are 
in the ultra-conservative, un- 
Eisenhower wing of the party, 
will affect not to care whether 
the President supports them 
or not. But this year, none, 
besides Sen. Langer, can con­ 
sider 
his 
re-election 
other 
than in serious doubt. 
Now that Eisenhower has 
no future political commit­ 
ments, he may exercise a 
freedom of choice he has not 
exercised in the past. 
His 
May 3 statem ent is pretty def­ 
inite. We will know in a few 
weeks how he intends to im­ 
plement it

Start Firm To Sell 
Fluoride Water 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
It seems that both those for 
and those against fluoridation 
of our water supply have for­ 
gotten one basic fact. 
The 
Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict was formed to supply 
pure, safe and potable water 
for 
the 
residents 
of 
this 
County. 
Not to supply free 
medication for any particular 
age group whether that group 
be 6 or 60. Not to^orce medi­ 
cation upon residents who do 
not wish it. 
If this group of advocates 
succeeds in pushing fluorida­ 
tion through without the con­ 
sent of the voters, we may 
well expect that future fad- 
ists will immediately endeav­ 
or to dose us with their par­ 
ticular n o s t r u m by this 
means. 
If parents agree with this 
Dental Association that their 
children need fluorides, let 
them pay the members of 
that association for private 
treatm ent. 
Frankly, I have 
no desire to be dosed, via 
water or otherwise with a ma­ 
terial that I found excellent 
for killing poultry lice when 
I used to raise chickens, a 
substance which is sold for 
that purpose well labeled as 
poison. 
When I used it to 
dust chickens for such pests, 
I found it necessary to wear 
a mask and to as thoroughly 
cleanse myself of residue as 
one must from some of the 
current insecticides. 
Of course, to some enter­ 
prising man or firm, this will 
offer a great opportunity for 
the sale of bottled water, if 
they succeed in pushing it 
through. 
Wonder 
if 
some 
members of this Dental Asso­ 
ciation might be financially 
interested in starting such a 
bottled water company?

Energy from the earth s 
hot interior may one day gen­ 
erate electricity used by Ma­ 
rin residents. 
That is, if a small power 
plant soon to be built in the 
northeast corner of Sonoma 
County is enlarged to the size 
its promoters envision. 
For many years a resort 
station on the canyonside of 
Big Sulphur Creek has at­ 
tracted the curious to see the 
“Big Geysers.” 
Actually, the seepage of 
super-heated steam through 
the hillside there is called a 
fumarole. 
(A geyser emits 
water.) 
Wells drilled between 1921 
and 1925 changed the seep­ 
age to a full-blown jet of 
steam. Visitors found a more 
spectacular s i g h t awaiting 
them. 


SOME TIME LATER lease­ 
holds on 3.200 acres of “hot 
lands” 
w e r e 
acquired by 
Magma Power Co. of Los An­ 
geles and Thermal Power Co. 
of San Francisco. 
Six such wells have been 
drilled in the past two years. 
Now the two companies are 
ready to pipe steam to a Pa­ 
cific Gas and Electric Co. 
power plant. The plant should 
be in operation by i960. 
Plans call for one 12,500 
kilowatt turbine in the plant. 
(Average size power plants 
have a 235,000 kilowatt ca­ 
pacity.) The carefully consid­ 
ered experiment will cost the 
PG&E approximately two mil­ 
lion dollars. 
No one now knows if the 
area will produce 50.000 or 
5.000,000 kilowatts eventually. 


FOUR OF TH E OLDER 
w e l l s have been blowing 
steam 
continuously 
for 30 
years, so the supply apparent­ 
ly does not dry up. 
One 
low -cost, aspect 
of 
using geothermal steam is 


that it may be used to drive 
the turbine directly, eliminat­ 
ing the need for a boiler. 
At Larderello, Italy, geo­ 
thermal steam power stations 
are producing m o r e than 
250,000 kilowatts of electric­ 
ity. This supply is estimated 
to continue at least 11,000 
years. 
In New Zealand more than 
40 wells have been completed 
at Wairakei. 
Harnessing of 
a b o u t 20,000 kilowatts is 
p l a n n e d 
by 
government 
power plants and a paper 
plant. 


THE PG&E PLANT will be 
supplied steam at a pressure 
of 100 pounds per square inch 
and a tem perature of 348 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit. 
The steam contains 3 per 
cent by weight of non-con- 
densable gases, mostly carbon 
dioxide. The wells go as deep 
as 700 feet. 
Last week whilq tests were 
being run to measure pres­ 
sure and tem perature of the 
steam, the huge jets of steam 
extended 20 feet in the air 
making an ear-splitting noise. 
It was like a million whistling 
tea kettles all sounding off at 
once. 
Once the steam is piped to 
the power plant the noise will 
be shut off. 


GEOLOGISTS B E L I E V E 
that a crack in the earth's 
crust allowed magma from 
the earth’s hot interior to rise 
fairly near to the surface. 
Magma is uneasy stuff, an 
intensely hot s o l u t i o n of 
steam 
and 
other gases in 
melted rock. When it breaks 
out in l a r g e quantities it 
builds a volcano. 
When it does not quite 
break loose, it creates a geo­ 
thermal area like the hillside 
above Big Sulphur creek and 
the adjoining Sonoma County 
hot lands.

Federal Judges Deal New Blow 


To Foes Of School Integration 


WASHINGTON 
— Fed- 
eral appeal judges have dealt 
a shattering blow to attempts 
in the South to delay or pre­ 
vent public school integration 
by mob protests or violence. 
Last June a federal district 
judge in Arkansas, Harry J. 
Lumley, ordered the integra­ 
tion of Little Rock’s Central 
High School be delayed 2Vfe 
years. Monday he was over­ 
ruled by the 8th U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in St. Louis. 


THIS CIRCUIT court not 
only ordered the integration 
of Negroes in Central High to 
continue, but issued a blazing 
attack on the idea that mob 
violence could block a federal 
court order. 
The L i t t l e Rock school 
board which had sought the 
delay of integration, and got 
it from Lemley, will now ap­ 
peal to the Supreme Court. 
But the outcome there seems 
predictable: 
That the Supreme Court 
will uphold the circuit court 
and for the same reasons 
given by that court. 
The circuit court, in over­ 
ruling Lemley, refused to rec­ 
ognize mob violence as an 
excuse for delaying a court 
order to integrate a public 
school. 
Judge Martin C. Matthes, 
writing the majority opinion, 
said:

“THE ISSUE plainly comes 
down to the q u e s t i o n of 
whether overt public resist­ 
ance, including mob protest, 
constitutes sufficient cause to 
nullify an order of the fed­ 
eral court directing the school 
board to proceed with its in­ 
tegration. 


“We say that the time has 
not yet come in these United 
States when an order of a fed­ 
eral court must be whittled 
away, w a t e r e d down, or 
shamefully withdrawn in the 
face of violent and unlawful 
acts of individual citizens in 
opposition thereto. . . . 


“Every school district in 
which integration is publicly 
opposed by overt acts would 
have justifiable excuse to pe­ 
tition the courts for delay and 
suspension in integration pro­ 
grams.” 


MEANWHILE, THE Eisen­ 
hower adm inistration’s Jus­ 
tice Department has not pros­ 
ecuted a single person in­ 
volved in the mob demonstra­ 
tions in Little Rock in defi­ 
ance of Judge Davies’ integra­ 
tion order of last August.

The answer given at the 
Justice Department was that 
such 
prosecutions 
involved 
questions of whether federal 
laws had been violated and, 
further, that the departm ent 
was deferring to Little Rock 
authorities to take action.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — “Only 
10 per cent of the nation’s auto­ 
mobile mechanics are qualiifed 
to cope with te intricacies of 
the modern car.” 
This comes from a veteran in 
the automobile business—Mar­ 
tin H. Bury, a car dealer for 38 
years. And Bury, who runs a 
dealership in Philadelphia, told 
UPI in an interview that there’s 
no improvement in sight be­ 
cause: 
1. Only one out of 10 me­ 
chanics can service such things 
as 
automatic 
transmissions, 
power 
steering, 
complicated 
carburetor systems, 
involved 
electric equipment and other 
newer developments. 
2. Development of dealer fa­ 
cilities has failed to keep pace 
with the increasing number of 
cars on the road. 
3. Most dealers 
lack 
ade­ 
quate supervisory personnel. 
4. Apprentice mechanics are 
not being trained as replace­ 
ments. 
5. Except for “far-sighted ex­ 
ceptions,” dealers have very 
little incentive to correct these 
situations under present indus­ 
try conditions. 
Can’t 
something 
be 
done 
about the situation? 
“How could there be? Bury 
countered. “Car dealers who 
attempt to sell new cars at suf­ 
ficient gross profit to permit 
maintenance of proper service 
facilities and manpower soon 
find themselves without suffi­ 
cient sales volume to stay in 
business.” 
Burv concedes that articles 


about phony engine repairs and 
deliberate cheating are true in 
part—but “they would have 
you believe such things are the 
rule instead of the exception.” 


“Most dealers are honest, al­ 
though their service depart­ 
ments may be inept, unquali­ 
fied and unable to keep a prom­ 
ise.” Bury said. “Admittedly, 
some of them make the wrong 
diagnosis or in their ignorance 
perform major repairs where 
only minor adjustments are 
necessary. 
Actually, the un­ 
scrupulous segment of the in­ 
dustry is no larger than in any 
other industry servicing con­ 
sumer products, such as TV 
sets. But it seems to be larger 
in the auto business because 
there are so many car owner* 
needing service for a product 
that takes more abuse than any 
other.” 


To the motorist, Bury offer* 
this advice: 


1. Start sutdying the instruc­ 
tion manual that comes with 
every new car and defines how 
to avoid or prevent serious fail­ 
ures; not more than one of 10 
new-car buyers, he says, does 
more than glance through it 
casually. 


2. The motorist who under­ 
stands what goes on beneath 
the hood and floorboards is bet­ 
ter able to explain to a me­ 
chanic just what he wants cor­ 
rected. 


3. In shopping for a new car, 
check whether the dealeY offer­ 
ing you the lowest price is also 
offering the least service.

scientists started building the 
"brain” in June, 1956, and have 
had an equivalent of four full­ 
time men working on it ever 
since. The machine is being 
built from scratch by Iowa 
State students and professors. 
The parts in the computer 
are familiar to anyone who has 
ever built a homemade radio 
or has examined the back of a 
television set. There are resis­ 
tors and electrical wires similar 
to those in any radio. The 
"memory” df the computer is 
made up of cathode ray tubes 
similar to the picture tubes in 
a television set. 
But when the parts are put 
together, they have no resem­ 
blance to anything you will 
find around the house. The 
"brain” is IIV2 feet long, nine 
feet high and three feet thick. 
2.700 TUBES 
There 
are 
2,700 
vacuum 
tubes, 15,000 resistors and un­ 
told miles of wire. It will take 
as much power to run it as it 
takes to heat a five-room house 
in the middle of an Iowa win­ 
ter. A six-ton air conditioning 
unit will be needed to get rid 
of the heat generated by the 
transformers and tubes. 
“The machine would burn it­ 
self up in a few minutes with­ 
out the air conditioner,” Stew­ 
art said. 
The 
college

$135,000 two-story addition to 
th e 
electrical 
engineering 
building to house the “brain” 
and the air conditioning unit. 
College officials estimate 
the cost of the “ brain” will 
be $250,000. It would cost 
an 
estimated

dollars if purchased. 
"And while we build it, we 
have the advantage of learning 
how it works,” Stewart said. 
The “brain” was built from 
plans supplied by the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois, a center of 
learning in the field of high­ 
speed computers. 
“This is a wonderful machine 
but it can solve the problems 
only if we give it the proper 
instructions and ground rules. 
Although the brain can make 
decisions, it can only do it on 
the basis of logical rules we 
give it,” Stewart said.

POINT MAGU (UPD — This 
spot on the coast of southern 
California—whose name is an 
Indian 
word for “place 
of 
landing’’—is getting ready to 
become the most prominent 
take off point in the United 
States. 


It is from here—site of the 
new National Pacific Missile 
Range—that the U. S. is al­ 
most certain to launch the first 
earth satellite to orbit over the 
South Pole and the first recon­ 
naissance satellite aimed at the 
moon. 


Both these scientific feats 
are distinct possibilities either1 
late this year or early 1959, ac­ 
cording to the best available 
estimates. 
Other missile fir­ 
ings as part of America’s new | 
Army and Navy training pro-' 
gram are expected even be-1 


fore that here on the shores 
of the Pacific ocean. 


But directors of the Nation­ 
al Pacific Missile Range aren’t 
commenting yet on what might 
happen as scientists design 
more advanced vehicles. 


They’re too busy pressing 
at feverish pace the work of 
getting the largest sea test 
range 
into 
operation. 
Con­ 
struction of launching pads for 
intercontinental 
(ICBM) 
and 
intermediate (IRBM) ballistic 
missiles already is well ad­ 
vanced with tons of concrete 
and steel arriving by truck and 
train.. 


Point Magu itself juts out 
into the Pacific 55 miles north­ 
west of Los Angeles, but the 
Pacific range stretches another 
100 miles farther north to 
Point 
Arguello 
and 
Camp 
Cooke, a former Army infan­ 


try facility near Santa Maria.

“How can high school stu ­ 
dents learn the fundam entals 
of science w hen it is taught in 
classes of 40 or 50, by teachers 
whose prim ary intellectual in­ 
terests are in other fields, in 
room s not designed as labora­ 
tories and not equipped w ith 
the n ecessity teaching equip­ 
m ent? 
“How can teachers devote 
th eir undivided tim e, energy 
and enthusiasm to th eir stu­ 
dents w hen they m ust bring 
th eir incom es up to a living 
wage by driving taxicabs or 
selling insurance?

First Time 


The newly built elementary 
school of Our Lady of Loretto 
Roman Catholic Church of No­ 
vato will open its doors to about 
150 children on Sept. 3, Rev. 
Charles J. Farrell, parish priest, 
has announced. 
Although eight classrooms 
are included in the facility, on­ 
ly first, second and third grades 
will be taught this year. The 
other classrooms, however will 
not be just so much wasted 
space. Father Farrell explain­ 
ed. They will be used for re­ 
ligious instruction of public 
school pupils. 
The new school building, 
which faces Virginia avenue 
near Grant avenue, is Novato's 
first parochial school.

Advantages 
For Gifted 


DETROIT 
— A pilot pro­ 
gram aimed at providing great­ 
er educational benefits for gift­ 
ed children was launched in 
Detroit last spring. 
Some 2,200 gifted pupils en­ 
rolled in non-credit classes at 
50 public schools. They ranged 
from fourth graders to high 
school seniors. 
The courses they studied in­ 
cluded foreign languages, nu­ 
clear science, mathematics, cre­ 
ative writing, great, literature 
and international r e l a t i o n s . 
The science courses attracted 
the most students. 
Dr. Arnold Meier, director 
of teacher coordination and 
special studies for the Detroit 
Board of Education, said the 
pilot project was born when 
educators began to realize “it 
was high time we tailored edu­ 
cation to those with special 
abilities.” 
The gifted children were se­ 
lected from 5,000 nominated by 
sc hool 
administrators and 
teachers on the basis of ratings 
in special tests and report card 
marks. Ambition and determin­ 
ation also were considered. 
Most of the special classes 
met once each week, running 
for from one and a half to 
three hours following regular 
classes. 
“ The aim is to help intellec­ 
tually gifted youngsters develop 
to the fullest extent possible.” 
said Dr. Clarence Wachner, di­ 
visional director of language 
education and one of the pro­ 
gram’s supporters.

Mill Valley Schools 
Expect Nearly 
3,000 Youngsters 


When the Mill Valley schools 
open Sept. 10. some 2,950 pu­ 
pils are expected, ready to take 
up the cudgels of learning for 
another school year. Included 
will be 400 kindergarteners. 
According to Dr. Logan T. 
Miles, assistant superintendent, 
enrollment a year ago was 
2,808. 
In the district’s eight schools, 
there will be 92 teachers, an 
increase of five over last year. 
The Mill Valley Elementary 
School District covers an enor­ 
mous area, extending from the 
ocean and Muir Beach on the 
west to the Strawberry Penin­ 
sula on the east and from Ten­ 
nessee Valley on the south to 
the Corte Madera ridge on the 
north. 


FIVE BUSES 
The 
district 
operates five 
buses to serve the area. 
Within this huge tract of 
land reside children at the Air 
Force station atop Mt. Tamal- 
pais and the youngsters at 
Muir Woods and Mt. Tamalpais 
State Park. 
There is an estimated 19,000 
population in the area. 
In March, the Marin Terrace 
School was added to the system 
as a new, four-classroom build­ 
ing. C o s t i n g about $220.000, 
the school rests on the ridge 
at a point approximating a 
junction 
of 
Homestead 
and 
Tamalpais 
Valleys 
with 
Al­ 
monte. The school teaches first 
through fourth grades. 
Prin­ 
cipal is Miss Betty Grimm, who 
d i v i d e s her time with the 
Homestead Valley School. 
In addition to Marin Terrace 
and Homestead, the schools are 
Park, E d n a Maguire, Alto, 
Tamalpais Valley and Old Mill. 


BIGGEST BUDGET 
Money-wise, the Mill Valley 
Elementary School District is 
also the largest in Southern 
Marin. 
Its adopted budget for the 
1958-59 year for the first time 
topped the million mark, hit­ 


ting $1.071,799, of which $450.- 
329.54 is anticipated from dis­ 
trict taxes. 
Actual district expenditures 
last year were $991,206.98. 
Affairs of the district are 
guided by five trustees headed 
by c h a i r m a n Mrs. Martin 
Rosse. Clefk is Robert Ander­ 
sen. 
Holdover trustee is Joe 
L. DeSmet and newly elected 
members are Edward A. Kemp 
Jr. and Kenneth N. Nelson. 
When the schools open, sev­ 
eral personnel changes will be 
apparent. 
In addition to the 
various new teachers, students 
at Tamalpais Valley School will 
be welcomed by a new princi­ 
pal, Guy Poorman. who former­ 
ly taught in Ketchikan. Alaska. 
QUIT TO CAMPAIGN 
Poorman replaces Leo Ed- 
son, who moves over to Park 
School, filling the spot former­ 
ly occupied by Dr. Virgil Hollis. 
Hollis resigned to campaign for 
the office of county school su­ 
perintendent. 
At Alto School, David Willey 
resigned to devote full time to 
the manufacture of his mobile 
science laboratory. 
His spot 
will be taken by one of his 
former teachers, Glenn Skel­ 
ton. 
At the district office, Supt. 
G. R. McConnell will have Dr. 
Logan T. Miles as his official 
assistant. 
In the past, Miles 
has been designated as director 
of instruction. 
Although classes do not start 
until Sept. 10, principals re­ 
ported “for duty” Monday and 
a new venture, the administra­ 
tive council, is under way this 
week. 
The 
administrative council 
covers many facets of school 
operation as the principal faces 
them, involving non-academic 
procedures. 
Teachers will be on hand 
Sept. 3. and 5 for faculty meet­ 
ings, with all new teachers be­ 
ing greeted at a luncheon Sept.

Helps Teach 


Chemistry 


STILLWATER. Okla. to — 
Like the circuit riders who 
carried the Bible to the back 
country, Claude Gatewood car­ 
ries science to country schools 
in southern Oklahoma. 
Gatewood operates a.mobile 
chemistry laboratory in an ex­ 
perimental program begun last 
fall by Oklahoma State Univer­ 
sity. Students in 18 small high 
schools are getting chemistry 
lessons 
that 
they 
otherwise 
would miss. 
Between visits by the labora­ 
tory, students study in prep­ 
aration for their next experi­ 
ments, conducted only under 
Gatewood’s s u p e r v i s i o n . A 
teacher at each school oversees 
the lessons from a standard 
text. 
The program was devised by 
Dr. Robert Fite, director of arts 
and sciences extension for Ok­ 
lahoma State, as an answer to 
lack of science t r a i n i n g in 
smaller schools. 
Teachers, school officials and 
students are enthusiastic about 
the idea. 
“Without this program, our 
youngsters would never have 
had a chance to learn anything 
about chemistry here,” said 
Lloyd Harden, superintendent 
of a Pontotoc County school 
with 75 students. 
Most of the schools in the 
program could not afford a 
properly equipped laboratory.

One of Marin’s smaller school 
districts, Stinson Beach, is a 
fairly compact area as school 
districts go. 


So compact, in fact, that it 
operates no bus since all stu­ 
dents live within a two-mile 
radius of the school.

Its budget for the 1958-59 
year has been set at $34,358 
of which $16,994.88 is antici­ 
pated from district taxes.

Last year’s expenses were 
listed at $33,512. 
The district expects a severe 
financial pinch this year. The 
expected income from district 
taxes will be about $3,500 less 
than last year due to property 
reappraisal in the district.

What can Mom and Dad do 
to help Johnny and Susie get 
b e t t e r grades? 
Well, they 
might start by turning off the 
television set, and seeing that 
it stays off while the kids are 
studying. 


They also can give Johnny 
and Susie a suitable place to 
study, a place where they can 
concentrate. And perhaps most 
important of all, they can show 
interest, give encouragement, 
and be patient. 


Educators don’t feel there is 
anything basically wrong with 
television in itself. 
In fact, 
they suggest that parents tq^ 
to encourage their children's 
interest in the best radio and 
TV programs. 


But they know that televi­ 
sion and homework don’t mix. 
That was pointed up almost 
accidentally in a study made 
of the way double sessions 
were working out in Great 
Neck, N. Y., junior high school. 
The afternoon students were 
doing far better school work 
than those who attended in the 
morning. 


“ The apparent reason,” said 
a report in the magazine School 
Management, 
“ is t h a t the 
morning students don’t study 
in the afternoons, but ‘study’ 
and watch television simultane­ 
ously in the evening.

Here are some of the ways 
necessary concentration. 
NEA says parents can be help­ 


ful, by providing a proper 
home setting for homework: 
Provide a suitable place for 
work or study. This means a 
place where the children can 
concentrate, with no family 
hubbub or other distractions. 
It calls for proper lighting and 
easy-to-work-at desks or tables. 
Provide an encyclopedia and 
dictionary, as well as suitable 
newspapers and magazines. 
This, of course, is an ‘ideal’ 
set-up, which may be out of the 
reach of many families. For 
instance, there may not be 


enough space in the home to 
provide a room where the chil­ 
dren can be alone with their 
work. And many families can’t 
afford an encyclopedia. 
Where the ideal arrange­ 
ment can’t be made, other 
ideas can be tried? If space is 
limited, the children can use 
the dining room, kitchen, or 
living room; and the family can 
make every effort to see that 
they are bothered as little as 
possible. If an encyclopedia is 
out of reach financially, the 
children should be encouraged 


to use public library facilities, 
whenever and wherever avail­ 
able. 
Supervise the student's rest, 
eating and play habits. If a 
regular schedule is established, 
the student will find it much 
easier to settle down to his 
homework at the same time 
every day or early evening (if 
homework is left until late eve­ 
ning, the student is likely to be 
tired, and unable to concen­ 
trate). 
Help other members of the 
family adjust their activities so 


that one will not interfere with 
the others. 
Help adjust times for dates, 
dental appointments and other 
outside activities. 
Finally, feel free to consult 
with the teacher on any home­ 
work problem. 
Some school systems spell 
out for parents just how much 
homework their child is ex­ 
pected to do each night. 
It 
may be an hour and a half for 
seventh graders, an hour and 
45 minutes for eighth graders, 
and possibly two hours for 


ninth graders. 
“ If your child reports con­ 
sistently that he has no home­ 
work— investigate,” says the 
principal of a Brooklyn high 
school that follows this plan. 
According to NEA, “ the best 
kind of homework, of course, 
is the voluntary kind in which 
a youngster, on his own hook, 
continues at home w'hat he has 
learned in school. Sometimes 
it is finishing a story in a 
reader, or it might be nothing 
more than counting aloud the 
number of crayons in a box.”

DALLAS W — Several hun­ 
dred bright Dallas high school 
graduates enter college this fall 
with a running start on higher 
mathematics. 


These elite students — they 
rank in the top 10 per cent of 
nation’s scholastics—completed 
one year of college-level math 
before they received their high 
school diplomas. 
Aim of the course is this: 
To allow gifted students to 
progress as rapidly as they can 
without being held back by less 
talented youngsters in the same 
class. 
So successful was the experi­ 
ment that it will be extended 
this fall with college - level 
courses in physics, chemistry 
and languages. 
“This is not a crash program 
set off by the dawn of the space 
age,” Dr. W. T. White, superin- 
' tendent, says. “We have been 
working for a long time on a 
| long-range plan that will per- 
! mit outstanding students 
to 
; progress 
according 
to 
their 
abilities.” 


The math course began last 
s p r i n g in nine Dallas high 


schools. 
This fall it will be 
offered in all 13. 


Dr. White says a high I.Q. is 
not sufficient to place a student 
in the special classes. For that 
reason, the school system itself 
avoids the terms “gifted” or 
“exceptional.” 


“The selection is based on 
high academic aptitude, indus­

achievement,”

White said. 
The course is for high school 
credit only. 
School officials

Average Teacher 


In U.S. Receives 


$4,520 A Year 


The average salary paid to 
public school teacres in the 
1957-58 school, year was about 
$4.520, according to the Na­ 
tional Education Assn. From 
state to state it ranged from 
$2,525 in Mississippi to $5,750 
in California. 


New York was just behind 
California, paying an average 
of $5.687. In 1956-57. New York 
led with $5,500 to $5,150 in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Seven states are now 
paying an average of more 
than $5.000 annually, compared 
with only two states in 1956-57. 


Mississippi’s $2.525 makes it 
the only state paying an aver­ 
age of less than $3,100 a year. 
Arkansas was low in 1956-57 
with $2,380. but this past school 
year jumped to $3.180. 


The NEA says that five years 
ago 20 per cent of the class­ 
room teachers in public schools 
were paid less than $2.500 a 
year; today only 3.7 per cent 
are paid so little. In the last 
five years the proportion of 
classroom 
teachers 
paid 
as 
much as $4,500 rose from 13 to 
41 per cent.

The youngster should be pre­ 
pared for his first days at 
school by permitting him to 
spend some time in the school 
building and in the classroom, 
if possible. 
Parents should make sure 


that the youngsters have been 
protected against v a r i o u s 
diseases because they will be 
more 
exposed to contagion 
rthan ever before. 


Parents should get to know 
the teacher and principal and 
should invite the teacher to 
their home socially, but they 
should avoid being a nuisance. 
Parents might play games 
at home in which they pretend 
they are in school to familiar­ 
ize the child with the school’s 
routine. This will help children 
to know what to expect when 
they actually enter school. 
In the beginning, parents 
should be less concerned about 
the “three R’s” and more con­ 
cerned about their child learn­ 
ing to Jive with other children. 
Parents should help their 
children to get to know some 
of the children who will be in 
their class before they start 
school. 


Parents 
should 
remember 
that most children like school 
and they should approach their 
children’s entering school for 
the first time with enthusiasm. 
Parents should join the Par- 
ent-Teacher Assn. or a school- 
sponsored child study group 
Mothers should be aware 
that the time of their child’s 
entering school may be more 
difficult for her than it is for 
the child. 


Parents should never threat­ 
en a child with school by say­ 
ing “You will be sorry you 
weren’t good at home when 
you see how awful it is in 
school,” or other similar warn­ 
ings.

OT)—Should boys and girls start to school 
at the same age? 
Definitely not, says Dr. Frank R. Pauly, veteran Tulsa 
educator who has explored the question in years of research 
into the progress of the sexes in grades up to high school. 
If Jack is to keep up with Jill in the classroom, Pauly main­ 
tains, he should be from five to six months older. 
Pauley’s studies show boys are outmatched by girls of the 
same age in learning capacity from the start of their schooling 
through the eighth grade. A fter that, he says, the girls’ su­ 
premacy declines and boys finally catch up at college level. 
Pauly says his findings call for a more realistic approach 
to the m atter of entrance ages for the nation’s schools. 
“The fact that ages 5 and 6 are traditional for entrance to 
kindergarten and the first grade does not make it correct,” 
Pauly declares. 
He contends the starting age for boys should be raised, or 
perhaps that for girls lowered. 
If the entering age for boys were raised six month through

When school closed in June, 
district enrollment was 355.

Sixth, seventh and eighth 
grade rooms in the old wing 
of Lagunitas School are being 
spruced up with fresh coats of 
paint. The exterior was painted 
last spring by members of the 
San 
Geronimo Valley Lions 
Club as a community service. 
The district board has four 
relatively new members, elect­ 
ed in May. Besides Chairman 
Stone, they are Sterling E.

Among the new students, 84 
will be first year candidates in 
the three-year course for the 
degree of bachelor of divinity.

Being 6 Is Something Special 


By FRANCES HAMILTON

Being 6 has a special signifi­ 
cance for almost every child. 
This is a great turning point, 
because he steps into the larg­ 
er world of the school and the 
community. 
On the first school day in 
September 
each 
6 -year-old 
brings with him factors which 
help determine the kind of 
first grade adjustment he will 
make. His own particular pat­ 
tern of growth is an important 
consideration. 
First-grade t e a c h e r s can 
count on a great range in sizes 
and builds: short and plump or 
short and slight, sturdy, frail, 
awkward, dainty. All this in­ 
dicates unevenness and sudden 
spurts of growth. 
Just as such variations in 
physical growth are natural, 
so are variations in other kinds 
of maturity to be expected. 
Mental, emotional and social 
development will be irregular 
and uneven among children. 
Most of them, whatever their 
rate of maturity, will have the 
necessary potential for realiz­ 
ing successful adjustment. 
Another factor which helps 
determine the type of school 


adjustment for a first grader is 
his home experience. If he has 
had a warm, friendly home 
with stable, affectionate par­ 
ents, he brings with him an 
expectancy and readiness for 
a similar satisfying experience 
at school. 
The organs and framework 
of the 6-year-old’s body are 
growing and changing. 
They 
may try hard to sit still but 
they are not able to do so for 
long, because it is difficult for 
them to control their emotions 
voluntarily. 
Intellectually, these children 
are ready for school. 
Eager­ 
ness to learn is one of the most 
endearing traits of 6-year-olds. 
Theirs is the age of WHY. How 
the questions of these children 
are answered and how their 
curiosity is stimulated and en­ 
couraged determine their sub­ 
sequent attitudes toward learn­ 
ing. 
E m p h a s i s 
on 
academic 
achievement 
can 
destroy 
a 
first g r a d e r ’s confidence. 
Grades or marks should not 
be mentioned, but each child 
should be helped to read, write 
and do numbers when he is 
ready—and not all first grad­ 
ers will be ready at the same 
time. 
If we wait for the point of 


readiness, the child will pass 
on more smoothly and effi­ 
ciently from the years of early 
childhood into the more de­ 
manding school age period. 
Primarily, the sixth year is 
one of transition. The child is 
not a more integrated, better- 
adjusted 5-year-o\d. 
He is a 
different child, actually less 
well balanced, less robust, less 
decisive, and often less coop­ 
erative. 
He wants to be a grown-up, 
but at the same time he feels 
very small and dependent upon 
the affection of adults about 
him. Rigid discipline or a se­ 
vere atmosphere at school or 
home holds him back. He wilts 
under criticism and disapprov­ 
al and becomes discouraged 
easily. 
His explosiveness and 
violent changeability are nor­ 
mal and must be expected. 
Affection, warmth, friendli­ 
ness and a sense of humor can 
all help teachers and parents 
live happily with 6-year-olds. 
These children need praise, en­ 
couragement and understand­ 
ing.

All-Year School Held No Panacea For Space Problem 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Noting 
that American school build­ 
ings stand idle each summer, 
some economizers have sug­ 
gested an easy solution of the 
nation's classroom shortage 
would be operation of the 
schools all year long. In the 
following article, an educa­ 
tion official offers an ex­ 
pert’s view.

The all-year school is no pan­ 
acea for the 
nation’s 
school 
building problems. 
With increasing school en­ 
rollments and the renewed pub­ 
lic emphasis on education since 


our entrance into the satellite 
era, proponents of the year- 
round school plan have become 
more vocal. And the lure which 
they offer, the theoretical sav­ 
ings of millions of dollars, be­ 
comes more attractive. 
But the savings are illusion- 
ary. W herever the program has 
been tried in the past (as far 
back as the early 1900s) it has 
been abandoned as both edu­ 
cationally and financially un­ 
sound. 
Briefly, the all-year school 
plan calls for 12-month opera­ 
tion of schools, with the school 
year divided into four quarters 
of three months each. Students 
would start school at different 
times of the year, attend three 


quarters, and take their vaca­ 
tion in their fourth quarter. 
Thus, three-fourths of the 
children would always be in 
school while one-fourth of the 
children would be on vacation. 
GOOD IN THEORY 
In theory, this increases the 
student capacity of a school by 
one-fourth which, proponents 
of the plan claim, means a one- 
fourth savings in school con­ 
struction. a one-fourth savings 
in teaching staff, and an in­ 
crease ih teacher saleries by 
providing teachers with 12 in­ 
stead of 10 months of employ­ 
ment. 
At 
first 
glance, 
the 
plan 
sounds good. But it does n o t ' 
work out that way. A detailed ! 


study of the plan was made in 
Florida. 
Here 
is 
what 
we 
found: 


Operating schools 
on 
four- 
quarters means 
dividing 
the 
school, grade by grade, into 
four sections as nearly equal 
as possible. 
Therefore, 
this 
plan actually means dividing 
the school into four schools, 
starting at different times and 
having examinations and grad­ 
uations at different times. 


But all schools do not divide 
neatly by four. W’hat of the 
schools with only 40 students in 
a given grade or a given sub­ 
ject? 
Dividing by four means 
four teachers with only 10 pu- 
pifs each and there is no fi- 


nancial savings there. In order 
to divide an elementary grades 
1 to 6 school, for instance, in­ 
to four educationally and ec­ 
onomically sound quarters, it 
takes a minimum enrollment of 
720 pupils, able to be divided 
in fairly equal portions grade 
by grade. There are few schools 
so perfectly constituted, and 
this 
automatically 
eliminates 
all elementary schools smaller 
than 720 in enrollment. 
Our studies show that 
to 
soundly apply the all-year plan 
in a junior high school, the en­ 
rollment must be at least 1,500 
pupils, in a senior high school 
2.400 pupils. (Nationally. 13.142 
of the 23,746 high schools have 
less than 200 pupils.) 


When you eliminate all the 
schools which are too small for 
the year-round plan, you re­ 
duce the theoretical savings. In 
the Florida study, the theoreti­ 
cal savings of 160 million dol­ 
lars reduced to $3,882,400. 


But even this savings is illu- 
sionary because of other costs 
which increase under the all- 
year plan. Proponents of the 
plan talk glibly of air-condition­ 
ing which would be necessary 
— nice, but extremely expen­ 
sive. Add to that the increased 
transportation costs with buses 
in use 12 months a year instead 
of 9. overtime pay for school 
building maintenance, and the 


increased administrative costs 
of operating four schools in 
one. 


Financially, then, the all-year 
school plan offers little or no 
savings. 


If teachers work year round, 
they have no time to go back to 
school themselves. This would 
reduce the quality of teaching. 
Year-round school allows no 
time for pre-school or post­ 
school planning by the instruc­ 
tional staff. It would make it 
almost impossible to plan ex- 
tra-curriciflar 
programs, 
and 
the sports program (the star 
half-back is in the wrong quar­ 
ter) u'ould virtually be elimin­ 
ated. 


Families with two or mors, 
children could well have their 
children 
attending 
different 
quarters, 
taking vacations a 
different times during the year. 
Think of the effect this woule' 
have on the family schedule 


Those of us in the professioi 
of education welcome sugges 
tions for improvement. But the 
all-year school has been tried 
and found wanting. The solu 
tion 
to the 
school 
building 
problem remains the same ana 
the sooner we face up to thi 
fact the better — we must make 
the necessary financial effort 
and build the new building.« 
which are needed.

SURVIVAL REQUIRED 
“The interest in rockets is 
n some ways very encourag- 
ng,” says Guy. “From the lead- 
rs of these youthful rocket 
¡roups we will draw our scien- 
ists and engineers of the fu- 
ure— if they live that long. 
“ But there must be proper 
ontrol and supervision.” 
High school science teachers, 
ays Robillard. “are causing a 
Dt of the trouble. A degree in 
cience 
does 
not 
necessarily 
[ualify a man or a woman as 
rocket expert. Some are ea­ 
table but many are not. 
“ Any parents who know that 
ocket experiments are being 
onducted at school should in- 
estigate the teacher in charge 
horoughly. They should find 
ut whether the teacher knows 
^hat he or she is doing and 
whether proper safety precau- 
ions have been taken.” 
Anyone making rocket fuel 
xperiments, he says, should 
iave the following equipment 
s a bare minimum: 
1. A face mask, such as weld- 
rs use. for protection during 
he mixing of the chemicals. 
2. Flame-proof clothing. 
3. Electric matches. These 
re small flame-producing fus- 
s fired remotely with power 
rom flash-light batteries. 
“Don’t, for 
heaven’s sake, 
ry to light the rocket with a 
;itchen match,” warns Robil- 
ard. “If you do, chances are 
hat you’ll travel farther than 
he rocket.” 
4. Concrete barricades, fox- 
loles or boulders. 
“Even under the controlled 
onditions in our laboratory,” 
le says, “we never test propel- 
ants without three to six feet 
if reinforced concrete between 
is and the rocket.” 
5. In the absence of barri- 
ades, use distance. "As much 
listance as possible. Get behind 
om ething solid at laast 200 


yards away or farther if you 
can. 
“Don’t try it at all in the 
city. Rem ember that the rocket 
is 
extremely 
hot and 
could 
burn a hole in a roof when it 
comes down.” 
W ouldn't it be simpler just 
to tell the kids not to shoot off 
rockets at all? 


SUPERVISION ESSENTIAL 
“Of course,” says Robillard. 
“ But that's not facing the prob­ 
lem realistically. Kids are go­ 
ing to fool with rockets more 
and more in this age. It’s up to 
us to see that they have some 
chance of living through it.” 
Robillard and others in the 
industry believe that the best 
single safety precaution is the 
formation of clubs under the 
supervision of qualified lead­ 
ers. 


“Every community ought to 
have some one to whom the 
kids can turn for good advice 
on rocketry. In any city where 
rockets are made, the industry 
itself usually will lend a hand. 
In other areas, the oil compan­ 
ies frequently have some one 
who is qualified through hisj 
studies of propellants.” 
What if there is no qualified 
leadership available and your 
youngster insists on 
making 
rocket experiments? 


If your children kick and 
scream and throw themselves 
on the floor in a tantrum at the 
thought of going back to school, 
don’t worry about it.

Hugh Ansley, who teaches the classes on his own time, 
said the Russian Sputniks “threw' quite a bit of fear into these 
young people who are used to thinking Americans are always 
best in everything.

Enthusiasm spread and the students have found 
out for themselves that learning is fun, stimulating and en­ 
riching.”

It was a day when teachers

New for teens is the hip- 
length bulky pullover, so loose 
that it hardly touches the body, 
often with a wide, straight- 
across neckline. 


OMAHA GP! — W hat young­ 
ster would guess that retu rn to 
schoolwork could bring one of 
life’s brightest moments? 
Yet the first visit of a teach­ 
er for the “hom ebound” has 
joyous significance for many a 
seriously ill or injured boy or 
girl. 
“Right then that youngster 
knows he’s going to get well,” 
says Don Warner, director of 
special services of the Omaha 
Board of Education. 
And so getting a child start­ 
ed again in his school work has 
a therapeutic effect as well as 
keeping his education from lag­ 
ging during the period he is 
away from school. 
Each year Omaha’s home- 
bound teaching program per­ 
forms this service for dozens of 
children kept at home for six 
weeks or more by accident or 
illness. 
Polio victims form erly ac­ 
counted for the greatest num ­ 
ber of homebound pupils. As a 
gauge of how far the tide has 
turned against that disease, in 
1957 there were only 62 home- 
bound students compared with 
133 in 1954. Only 13 of the 62 
were polio cases. 
Reumatic fever and auto ac­ 
cidents also account for sub­ 
stantial numbers. 
Omaha’s special roving teach­ 
ers spend an hour a day four 
or five days a week with each 
homebound pupil. 
Besides the instruction they 
get from these teachers, high 
school students also can get an 
assist from University of Ne­ 


braska extension courses. 
“Our aim is to keep the child 
abreast of his grade with the 
basic subjects of reading, writ­ 
ing and arithmetic,” one of 
the teachers, Mrs. Lucille Still­ 
well, explains. 
One of her pupils has been 
7-year-old Scott Graham who 
contracted polio three years 
ago. “Right now Scott could 
join any first grade class be­ 
cause he is doing what they are 
doing,” Mrs. Stillwell observes. 
Because his life is so confin­ 
ing, Scott shares more of his 
world with his teacher than 
most elementary pupils. The 
relationship is less formal, too. 
The special schooling costs 
parents nothing extra. It is 
paid for from tax funds. 
The Omaha program goes 
back to the 1930s when it was 
launched as a WPA project to 
put unemployed teachers to 
work.

A survey by the American 
Bankers Assn. indicates that a 
student in a state-supported in­ 
stitution pays about $1,300 per 
year for his education, and a 
student in a private college 
pays upwards of $2,700. 
Another survey, made by the 
government, indicates a range 
of from $1,500 to $2,050 a year. 
Whichever survey you be­ 
lieve, it’s a healthy hunk of 
money, particularly for those 
in the lower income brackets. 
Scholarships, part-time jobs 
and short term loans are prov­ 
ing inadequate to meet the col­ 
lege money problem, the bank­ 
ers say. Here are some of the 
plans they’ve come up with: 
In Massachusetts, the Higher 


Education Loan Plan (HELP) 
guarantees 80 per cent of loans 
up to $500 a year negotiated 
by students who have com­ 
pleted their freshman year in 
good standing. 
A different sort of plan is 
the “College Club,” now avail­ 
able in more than 300 banks 
across the country. 
College Club accounts are 
opened jointly by the parent 
and the student with a view to 
building up a college nestegg. 
Both parents and students are 
urged to make regular deposits 
which earn interest just as in 
any regular saving account. 
Lying 
somewhere 
between 
the “HELP” plan and the Col­ 
lege Club idea is a deal worked 
out by the U n i o n National 
Bank of Charlotte, N. C., and 
Queens College, a local school 
for girls. 
The contract there is a true 
installment arrangem ent, with 
payments starting while the 
student still is in high school 
and continuing up to almost 
three years after graduation. 
A combination l o a n 
and 
grant plan was recently intro­ 
duced at Columbia University’s 
Graduate School of Business. 
A student in need of financial 
aid gets 60 per cent of the 
amount as a loan from Bankers 
Trust Co. of New York, and 40 
per cent as an outright grant 
from an alumni aid fund. 


DON’T STOP SPANKING 
It was a time when a woman 
who signed herself “a num er­ 
ous m other” could write to an 
Ohio 
journal 
in 
complaint 
about a campaign to eliminate 
spanking 
in 
the 
classroom. 
Wrote she: 
“I’ve got n in e . of ’em and 
they all need walloping every 
blessed day. If I tried to do 
justice by them, it would keep 
me busy doing that and nothing 
else. 
“So I send ’em to school 
where I know, if the teacher 
does what a teacher ought to 
do, they’ll get their desserts. It 
takes a heap of trouble off my 
hands. . . .” 
It was also a day when teach­ 
ers strode into the classroom 
with a firm step, secure in the 
knowledge that they were arm ­ 
ed with the best of all possible 
weapons — the complete works 
of Hiram Orcutt. 
Orcutt was principal of the 
N orth Granville, N.Y., Ladies’ 
Seminary and a prodigious au­ 
thority on how to teach, parti­ 
cularly on how to make ’em sit 
still while you teach ’em. 
A haunting echo of today’s 
s c h o o l p r o b l e m s sounds 
through his writings. It’s diffi­ 
cult to rem em ber that it was 
the mid-19th, not 20th, Century 
when he observed: 
“The present is an age of in­ 
subordination 
a n d 
c a n we 
doubt that this has resulted 
from the loss of authority in 
the family and school. 
“Parents and teachers . . . 
no longer enforce obedience 
but attem pt to purchase it by 
a promised rew ard . . . 
“Now m ark the effect of 
such discipline upon the child. 
Who conquers in this instance? 
The pupil, not the master. And 
soon he learns that disobedi­ 
ence is the best currency at his 
command to purchase the de­ 
sired favor. 
“Insubordination becomes a

Rebellion 
should be met by stunning, 
crushing blows, such as will 
vindicate and reestablish au­ 
thority and deter others from 
committing the same crime.” 
Orcuitt would have no truck 
with what he called “Utopian 
theories of school government 
. . . that either moral suasion 
or legal suasion alone will gov­ 
ern schools.” 
“Obedience is not a volun­ 
tary compliance with a request 
but a hearty response to ac­ 
knowledged authority — an 


implicit yielding to a command. 
Such obedience, prom pt and 
unreserved, is the duty of every 
pupil.” 


NEW IDEAS GAINING 
Orcutt was writing at a time 
when corporal punishment was 
losing favor in schools. 
“It is a mistaken idea,” he 
maintained, “that corporal pun­ 
ishment is in itself an evil . . . 
It is not ‘violence and outrage’ 


“Is the surgeon hard-hearted 
because he performs a painful 
operation to save the life of 
the patient? By no means. 
“It the teacher, then, to be 
accused of cruelty who aims to 
prevent violence by teaching 
the necessity of subjection? He 
is not cruel but merciful. 
“Many a child has been sav­ 
ed in school that was lost to the 
family and society; lost for 
the want of proper discipline 
and saved by the legal and 
moral power of the rod.” 
Tobacco Chewing 
Irked Teachers . 


TAUNTON, Mass. 
Things 
may not have been as bad in 
the Taunton public schools a 
hundred years ago as they are 
in some schools today. But it is 
a m atter of record, sadly re ­ 
ported by the Taunton school 
committee in 1857, that small 
fry tobacco chewers were cre­ 
ating “deplorable conditions in 
the classrooms.” 


The report was turned up by 
District Court Clerk Charles H. 
Lincoln in a search of old pa­ 
pers. 


“We regret to say,” the com­ 
mittee reported, “that the habit 
of chewing tobacco is indulged 
in by the pupils of this school 
to an extent beyond anything 
ever before witnessed. Nearly 
all the older boys use it, and 
some as young as from 7 to 10 
years. The consequences can be 
easily imagined. 


“It is sorrowful as well as 
amusing, to see a little boy 
just escaped from his frock, 
pouring over his spelling book, 
with his cheek full of tobacco 
and a dangerous pool collecting 
between his feet.” 


The committee gently sug­ 
gested to parents that however 
fondly they “may be wedded 
to the use of this weed, we are 
sure they will agree with us 
that it is productive of no good 
to their children, and will co­ 
operate with us in our-endeav­ 
ors to exclude it from our 
schools.”

Is 7th Grade 


The time to start getting 
ready for college is in the sev­ 
enth grade. 
The longer you 
wait after that, the harder it’s 
going to he to get into the 
school of your choice. 
That’s the considered opin­ 
ion of the folks at Mount Hol­ 
yoke College in South Hadley, 
Mass. 
They’ve worked up a 
“ Time Table for College Ap­ 
plication” that calls primarily 
for long-range planning, hard 
work and lots of outside read­ 
ing. 
Mount Holyoke is a girls’ 
ichool, with a total enrollment 
of less than 1,400. 
But the 
problems Mount Holyoke faces 
— too many students and too 
little space — are common to 
most of the nation’s colleges 
and universities. With college 
enrollment expected to jump 
from three million this year to 
six million in 1970, the problem 
is going to get much worse be­ 
fore it gets better. 
This is the program Mount 
Holyoke s u g g e s t s students 
should follow from the seventh 
through the 12th grade to make 
sure they can get into the col­ 
lege they admire most when 
the time comes: 


SEVENTH 
A N D 
EIGHTH 


GRADES — Work hard. Read 
books out of school. 


NINTH GRADE — Plan your 
high school courses carefully. 
Include all the English courses 
you can get. Sign up for for­ 
eign languages, and take Latin 
first, if possible. Plan on al­ 
gebra, geometry and trigonom­ 
etry and general science, biol­ 
ogy. physics and chemistry. In­ 
clude at least two years of his­ 
tory. 
Avoid “ snap” courses. 
(Many educators have changed 
their minds about typing as a 
“ snap” course — they believe 
students do much better work, 
particularly at the college level, 
if they know how to type.) Get 
acquainted with the college 
guidance counselor. Work hard. 
Read as widely as possible and 
take up extra curricular ac­ 
tivities. 


TENTH GRADE — Send for 
college catalog. Read the sec­ 
tions on college entrance re­ 
quirements. Keep up outside 
reading. 


ELEVENTH GRADE — Con­ 
sult your guidance counselor 
about the colleges that appeal 
to you. Plan visits to the cam­ 
puses and write ahead for ap­ 
pointments 
with 
the 
admit­ 
tance offices. 
Before you go 
for an interview, read the col­ 
lege catalogue. Decide whether 
to take the College Board exam­ 
inations in the spring, after 
consulting your guidance coun­ 
selor and the admissions offi­ 
cers. Be sure to register in ad­ 
vance for the examinations, and 
pay the fees. Apply to the col­ 
lege of your first choice. 


TWELFTH GRADE (FALL) 
—Complete applications at first 
choice college. 
Take scholar­ 
ship tests as directed by your 
guidance counselor. 
Continue 
reading all the books you can 
lay hands on. 


TWELFTH GRADE (JANU­ 
ARY)—Take the Scholastic Ap­ 
titude Test. If you are seeking 
T scholarship, you should file 
your application e a r l y this

tively early age exactly what 
they want to be, they enter that 
field, and they live happily 
ever after. 


SOME ALWAYS UNCERTAIN 


Others have it rougher. They 
can graduate from college and 
still not know what they want 
to do. Even after they decide on 
a career, they’re never quite 
sure that they made the right 
choice. 
• Counseling and guidance of­ 
ficers can help a high school 
student point toward a proper 
goal. So can aptitude tests. But 
these aren’t yet the final an­ 
swer to the problem. They may 
never be. 
The majority of 
American high schools lack a 
thorough-going counseling pro­ 
gram, and they lack the experts 
who alone can properly evalu­ 
ate an aptitude test. 
The Labor Department in 
Washington has taken a crack 
at the problem with publica­ 
tion of a 700-page bpok called 
“Occuppational Outlook Hand­ 
book.” It takes up about 500 
occupations and 25 major in­ 
dustries, and spells out the em­ 
ployment 
outlook 
for a few 
years ahead, earnings, how to 
qualify, and the nature of the 
work. 
The department is quick to 
acknowledge the limitations of 
its handbook. It is written, ad­ 
mittedly, on the assumption 
that “ the general level of busi­ 
ness activity will remain high 
and unemployment low; that 
the country will remain at 
peace, and also that it will con­ 
tinue to have a defense pro­ 
gram of about the same size as 
in 1956.” 
The book was put together 
last year, before the recession 
began to make itself felt. 


BRIGHT FUTURE 


Among the fields which the 
labor department says have ex­ 
cellent job opportunities— now 
and in the future— are teach­ 
ing. nursing, home economics, 
medicine, 
automotive repair, 
business machine repair and 
maintenance, 
atomic energy, 
industrial chemistry, plastics, 
tool and die making, welding, 
electronic

Is it good? Dr. Harold G. 
Shane of Northwestern Univer­ 
sity thinks so — with reserva­ 
tions. 
“Television has brought the 
world right into the 
living 
roorr. and it’s actually chang­ 
ing children's ability to learn. 
Time and space have been tele­ 
scoped for the kids. In one eve­ 
ning they can watch the adven­ 
tures of Robin Hood, and take 
a trip to the moon with Disney. 
The Wild West is as familiar to 
them as the corner grocery 
store.” 
Is it bad? Dr. William C. 
Kvaraceus of Boston University 
thinks so— with reservations. 
“Television,” he said, “ is a 
prime example of the 
new 
American culture of workless 
ness. It's the easiest form of 
entertainment 
ever 
devised. 
You just sit—and absorb sights 
and sounds. 
“ Our kids watch television, 
and it has to have an affect on 
them. For instance, we know 
that, even in the so-called adult 
Westerns, the good gify always 
wins— but only after he has 
broken up all the furniture, 
shot up the joint, and given the 
bad guys a working over with 
his fists. 
“What this does is show our 
kids that you can solve your 
problems with violence.” 
So what do we do? 
The National Congress of 
Parents and Teachers has been 
keeping a sharp eye on televis­ 
ion for quite a few years. It 
has come up with some sug­ 


gested guides for evaluating 
TV programs, and some ideas 
on what to do about morally 
objectionable programs. 
But the P-TA says that the 
appraisal of a TV program 
should be done on a local level 
—by parents, children and or­ 
ganizations such as the local 
P-TA’s. Fifty people complain­ 
ing about a program will exert 
more pressure on a television 
station than a committee rep­ 
resenting several hundred peo­ 
ple. 


If you have a complaint, the 
P-TA says, let it be known to 
the local station and the net­ 
work, if any. And it adds “ be 
sure to state the station and 
network over which the pro­ 
gram was telecast, the sponsor, 
and the hour and date on 
which the program was re­ 
ceived.” 
Here some of the guide lines 
the P-TA suggests might be 
followed in determining wheth­ 
er a television program is all 
right for your children: 
1. Does it appeal to his age 
level? 
It’s good if it gives informa­ 
tion or entertainment related 
to real-life interests and situa­ 
tions. It’s had if it’s dull, bor­ 
ing, or not 
related to the 
child’s real life. 
.2 Does it meet the needs for 
entertainment and action? 
It’s good if it deals with 
wholesome adv<*nture, humor, 
fantasy or suspense. It’s bad if 
it is emotionally disturbing and 
overstimulating, if it places 
unnecessary emphasis on cruel­ 
ty and violence, or is loud, 
crude and vulgar. 
3. Does it encourage worth­ 
while ideals, values and be­ 
liefs? 
It’s good if it upholds proper 
standards 
of 
behavior, 
pro­ 
motes democratic and spiritual 


values, respect for law, decen­ 
cy and service. It’s bad if it 
glamorizes crirrft\ 
indecency, 
intolerance, greed, cruelty; if 
it encourages bad taste, false 
standards of material success, 
personal vanity, intemperance 
or immorality. 
4. Does it stimulate construc­ 
tive activities? 
It’s good if it promotes inter­ 
ests, skills and hobbies, en­ 
courages the desire to learn 
more, to do something con­ 
structive, to be creative, to 
solve problems, to work and 
live with others. It’s bad if it 
gives details of crime and its 
detection, solves problems by 
force or miraculous incident, 
or leaves the child a passive 
spectator on the sidelines. 
5. Is the language used suit­ 
able? 


6. Is the overall effect like­ 
ly to be desirable?

the new school. The transfer 
report will guide the new prin­ 
cipal and teachers in fitting 
your child in with classmates 
of matching achievement lev­ 
els. 


A girl once came to Jordan 
Junior High from her family’s 
overseas assignment in Tokyo 
without a classifying report on 
her previous school achieve­ 
ment. She had studied under 
American teachers there in a 
s c h o o l 
maintaining 
higher 
grade achievement levels than 
a norm al public school. 


She found herself repeating 
work she’d already had. She 
was bored. Her classmates re ­ 
sented her attitude of superior­ 
ity and rejected her as an u n­ 
welcome “brain.” 


The reverse mistake of a 
child being assigned to a grade 
or group beyond his achieve­ 
ment level can cause greater 
trouble. 
Students 
in

school should arrange, if at all 
possible, 
to 
complete 
their 
school year or sem ester before 
shifting to the family’s new 
town. 


AVOID MID-TERM MOVES 
Mid-term moves can break 
up a student’s progress in high 
school 
subjects, 
particularly 
in mathematics or the sciences. 
Finishing a school term before 
a move is less im portant in ele­ 
mentary 
and 
junior 
h i g h 
school. 


Other tips: 
The mother, or both parents 
if possible, should make an ad­ 
vance visit with the child to 
the new school and meet the 
principal and teacher. 
A m other should check with 
the teacher or neighbor chil­ 
dren on the school’s clothes 
fashions. 
If a child shows unhappiness 
with a new school, try quickly 
to find out the reason, if you 
can. Consult the teacher for 
help in working out a problem 
while it’s still small.

Supt. Dennie B. Willis said 
a contract is to be let soon for 
the addition of four classrooms 
and a multi-use room to Hoff 
man School.
